Pittsfourg, Dec. 20.— The Black 


Diamond steel works of Park Bros., 
on Thirtieth street, was the scene 
this morning of an awful accident, 
in wfcich at least five workmen lost 
their livfes and twelve were injured. 


Beports Eire freely circulated that 


from tei to Hutty were killed and tt 
will not toe known just how many 
•are dead until 
t!h<e wreckage Is 


cleared away. 


It was •about 4:15 o'clock as the 


night terew was afbout to turn over 
the mill to tthfc day force that tour 
boilws in tatte ten-inidh bar mill Nc. 3 
exploded witih terrific force, scatter- 
ing ddafflh and destruction in all di- 
rections. The miU was completely 
wracked arid fthe dietoris is piled from 
fifty to seventy-five feet high. The 
(boiler works of James N. Keill, ad- 
joining the Black Diamond mill, were 
also destroyed. A force of men went 
to work as quickly as possible after 
the explosion, w larc/hing in the debris 
for lxftHcs.1 Five d€iad amd twelve 
Injured Itovte already been removed, 
ffthe dead iave not been identified 
and the bodies are now at the 
morgue* The injured vere removed 
to 14te "Wait Perm 'hospital.

It went through the 
front wall and fell into the cellar, 
completely wrecking the house. *rice 
and his family were asleep at the 
time and had to rush to the street in 
their night clothes. They were taken 
n by neighbors. 
The other two boilers were blown 


to pieces and it was these that caus- 
ed the complete destruction of the 
mill. 


The report of the explosion was 


heard for blocks around the plant 
and the police from No. 3 station 
rushed to the scene. The cries of the 
njured rent the* air while the tim- 


shot forth flames 
<and the 


sizzling steajtf 
curled up into the 


blackness of the early morning* The 
poli«ce were quick to act. Hurry calls 
were sent to No. 3 and No. 5 patrols 
and the West Pennsylvania hospital 
.mbulance. 
All three vehicles ar- 


rived a few minutes after the acci- 
dent and the work of removing the 
njured from the wreck was begun, 


CALL FOB AMBULANCES. 


About the same time that the call 


sent for the ambulances an 


alarm of fire was sent in and engine 
companies Nos. 7, 15 and 35 respond- 
ed. Th« firemen gave the searchers 


and,

ed for the dead and maimed. It wae

From wfrat can be learned the tfotur 


bolter* exploded at one time, reduc- 
ing the mill to a heap of banned and 
charred timber* and twisted iron* 
There is not a straight piece of iron 
or steel left in (the entire building. 
Even the bolts in tbe beams <and 
stringers -are twisted like screw 
noil*. 


The mill fc&d sixty men on each 


turn and it is thought that almost 
one hundired and tafrenty men, "both 
oreiwe, Were lit the plant at the time 
of the explosion. Tney. were all at 
work or Just about to ibegin work and 
all the night men were clad in their 
scanty wotWag attire. 


When the boilers etploded a panic 


ensued and the men fought their way 
to the entrances and all that were 
able, rushed to the street, A few 
minutes after the "bolters let go, t' 
big mill was * foeap of ruins. Th* 
injured and known dead were found 
tinder /wreckage and in the mill yard, 
where they had fallen in their m 
for life. 


TUe No, 3 ten-iftdi mill tocea on 


Thirtieth street and was a big iron- 
clad structure, built on a steel frame. 
It nan up to the Spruce alley and 
along that for almofft 800 feet. In 
the rear of the plant, TO Twenfcy- 
ninth street ,i» tbe big boiler works 
of James XoffsU. .One of the boilers 
went dean through toe Park Bros, 
mill *nd crashed into th* KcK 
plant, Altmwt completely demolishing 
it. The only man at work IB the He- 
Neil plant was Budolph Korff, the 
nigttt wtchman.

ause of the accident has been given 
utasyet.' A meeting of the ojftclals 
s now in session- and a thorough in- 
vestigation is to be made.

The force of the explosion was 


great on Thirtieth Street, opposite 
he mill. For almost one block there 
s not a whole ptm« of glass in any 


»f the houses. Tttnenty-three blocks 
above the mill, <OB Mf ty-third Street, 
s the residence of William Curley. 
A lamp was knocked off the table in 
Curley's room by the force of the ex- 
plosion, 


A TOW of six brick tenement houses 
n Spruce Alley, opposite the mill, 
>ccupied by Slavs principally, were 
badly damaged. Every window in the 
houses was shattered and some of 
the walls are cracked. The inmates, 
whetf they 
(heard the explosion, 


umped from their beds, audi when 
fcey felt the houses moving, rushed 
to the street shrieking and shouting* 
Fort at least fifteen /minutes the en* 
tire number of occupants of the 
houses stood in their bar* feet and 
in their night clothes in the snow, 
until they found that their tome* 
were not going to collapse, 


BODIES TAKEN OUT. 


Another body wad taken from the 


ruins at 10:45 a* m. and idNmtifltid as 
that of John Welvick, a Pole, aged 


years. 


One of the bodied at the morgue 


was identified aa Patrick Conner, 
fireman at the plant 


John Wilts, aged 30 years, is miss- 


ing, and Peter Bock, night superin- 
tendent, has been &Lded to the in- 
jured. 


The morgue wagoit that took away 


Welvick's remains also took a box 
filled with parts of human bodies. 
Thete were parts of legs, lulnds, 
aims, heads and other portions. It 
was stated that judging from this 
collection there must have 'been from 
eight to ten killed, but George Vogel, 
the timekeeper, said he had called

•FOUR BOILERS EXPLODED. 
From what can be learned the four 


boilers exploded at one time, reduc- 
ing the mill to a heap of burned and 
charred timbers and twisted iron. 
There is not a straight piece of iron 
or steel -left in the entire building. 
Even the bolts in the beams «nd 
stringers are twisted like scfcw 
nails. 


The mill had sixty men on each tendem 


turn and it is thought that t'most jured. 
one hundred anu twenty men, both 
crews, were in the plant at the time 
of the explosion. They, were all at 
work or just about to begin work and 
all the night men were clad in their 
scanty working attire. 


When the boilers exploded a -panic 


ensued and the men fought their way 
to the entrances and all' that were 
able, rushed to the street. A few 
minutes after the boilers -let go, the 
big mill was a heap of ruins. The 
injured and known dead were found 
under .wreckage and in the mill yard, 
where they had fallen in their raco 
for life. 


The No. 3 ten-inch mill faoea on 


Thirtieth street and was a big iron- 
clad structure, built on a steel frame. 
It ran up to the Spruce alley and 
along that for almost 2OO feet. 
In 


the rear of the plant, on Tweu'ty- 
j-.inth street ,is the big boiler works 
of James McNeil. One of the boilers 
went clean through the Park Bros, 
mill and crashed into the McNeil 
plant, almost completely demolishing 
it. The only man at work in the Mc- 
Neil plant was Budolph Korft, the 
night watchman. He was knocked 
down by the force of the explosion 
and his nervous system badly shock- 
ed. He was found in the plant and 
taken to the West Pennsylvania hos- 
pital.

A lamp was knocked off the table in 
Curley's room by the force of .the ex- 
plosion. 


A row of six brick tenement houses 


in Spruce Alley, opposite the mill, 
occupied by Slavs principally, iwere 
badly damaged. Every window in the 
houses was shattered and some of 
the walla are cracked. The inmates, 
when they heard the explosion, 
jumped from their beds, andi when 
they felt the houses moving, rushed 
to the street shrieking and shouting.

TURE IN AMERICA. 


Preparing to Address University of 


Chicago on a Series of His- 


torical Topics* 


t Correspondence of Associated 
St. Petersburg, Saturday, Dec. 7.— 


Paul N, Hiloukoff, the author of a 
number of historical works, includ- 
ing- -Essays on the History of Civil* 
ieation in Russia." will go to the 
United States in 1903, at the invita- 
tion of the Chicago university, to de- 
liver a series of lectures on the sub- 
jects which he discusses in this work, 
and on the Macedonian question- He 
is now devoting his leisure hours to 
perfecting himself in the English 
language, in order tiiar he may be 
able to deliver his lectures extempor- 
aneously. Meantime, he still resides 
at Oudelnaya, near this city* waiting 
the decision of the authorities in the 
matter of accusations of liberalism 
manifested during the troubles of last 
spring. 


Simoii James Gordon, the Russo- 


American, who returned to Kussia 
about thirty years ago, shortly after 
his naturalization, and who was ar- 
rested last winter on the charge of 
having become an American citizen 
without the permission of the czar, 
seems to foresee an end to his trou- 
bles. He was kept in prison, without 
bail, for several months; was subse- 
quently released on 25,000 roubles 
bail, and, finally, owing to the rep- 
resentations of Ambassador Tower, 
was permitted to go abroad for a 
short time. He informed Mr. Tower 
a few days ago that the charge 
against him had -been dismissed and 
he made renewed application for a 
passport.

ROYAL TRIBUTE TO AMERICANS 


London, Dec, 20.—Sir Thomas Lip- 


ton, in the long- interview which he 
had with King Edward yesterday, 
at which the America's cup races 
were minutely discussed, unfolded 
his plans for the future. His ma- 
jesty expressed the opinion that it 
would be very hard to get a boat to 
beat the Americans, to which Sir 
Thomas replied that he was at least 
confident he could secure a yacht a 
good "deal better than the Shamrock 
IT.

Fort Wayne §urg«ons Have Been 


Prominent—Splendid Lecture at 


Plymouth Church. 


and Development 
of 


Modern Surgery" waa the theme of 
Dr. Hiles P. Porter, one of the most 
eminent of Port Wayx* surgeons, 
who delivered a lecture at Plymouth 
church Thursday ewniiiff. 
The at- 


endance was fairly good, and among 
thoae present was a. targe delegation 
of students of the Foffc Wayne Col* 
ege of Medicine. Dr. Porter was in- 
troduced by Bev. J. "Wehster Bailey, 
and his lecture was most entertain- 
ng throughout. 
In opening Dr. Porter referred to 


the origin of surgery as nearly, if 
not quite contemporaneous with life. 
The primitive people treat their sick 
and wounded, the "brute creation 
seeks seclusion and change of diet 
whett sick, resting their "broken 
limbs and cleanse their wounds with 
their tongues to promote healing. 
The speaker referred briefly to the 
knowledge of medicine professed by 
different nations; of what is known 
of Hebraic medicine, of early Indian, 
and of Chinese medicine >of antiquity, 
of which but little is known. Greek 
medicine prior to the Trojan war was 
largely myth and fable, practiced by 
shepherds and soldiers. X*ater it be- 
came sacerdotal, practiced in the 
name of divinity, and wrapped in 
mystery it eotCUiwed until through 
the efforts of Hippocrates, it 
was 


lifted from the slough of mysticism 
and jugglery and placed upon a faun* 


of fact and philosophy. He- 


ligious respect for the bodies <tf the 
dead prevented dissection in Greece, 
therefore Hippocrates and his follow- 
ers had 'but a meagre knowledge of 
the human body. Perhaps the first 
systematic dissections of the human 
body were made in Egypt in the 
fourth centuiy B. C., by Hereoph- 
ylus. • 


WAS A CLERICAL BIGHT. 


TTp to about the middle of the six- 


teenth century, the razor -was the 
sole instrument used in making dis- 
sections. Until 1515 the practice of 
medicine was a clerical right, yet the 
canon of the church prohibited phy- 
sicians from drawing blood under 
paiiLof wexoommunication; hence sur- 
gery fell into the hands, of the ignor- 
ant, tthe vulgar ajid the unscrupu- 
lous. In those days the terms bar- 
ber tand surgeon were practically 
synonymous, and to be either or both 
was to be socially ostracised. 


I>r. PoTTtter traced the development 


of the union <between the clerical 
physicians who were willing fto stoop 
to the tanks of operators, and the 
barber surgeons who aspired to the 
ranks kxf thte medical practitioners, 
and Said dfh'alt this union, consum- 
mated at Pails in 1515, was ftihe ren- 
n'aisance of surgery for the whole 
world. 
Progress and development 


came quickly as the result of the 
courage and ability of some of Ihe 
pionem of surgiery. Previous to 
PaTe's time htifmonfa&ge from ampu- 
tation was stopped by the pouting 
on of boiling <oil or 1fiie application 
to the bleeding surface <of * red hot 
iron, Sudh a blessing as anaesthesia 
was at thJat 'time unknown. 


Gradually came >the sep&raMon of 


the clergy from the practice of medi- 
cine, Scientific schools and colleges 
sprang up, and discoveries and in- 
ventions foll<rwed eatfh <o*her rapidly, 
Among the ^epoch-making develop- 
ments have 'been the utilization 
anaesthetics, the prevention of con- 
tamination 
from 
inflammation; 


bloo«d*poia«ming ianfl gangrene, the 
germ*ttoeory of dteeasfe and the ap- 
plication of t!he X-ray. Great dis- 
coveries are made which in thtffr 
seeming 
suddenness startle the 


world, yet when we come to study 
them we find the discovery to be sim- 
ply the <mlmination of the work of 
many inert and many years,

UMP CONTRACT APPROVED 


COUNCIL RATIFIES AWABD OF 


WATERWORKS BOAftD. 


New Pump for No. 2 Station Must 


be Kunning in Six Months- 


How the Council Voted, 


At the special session of the coun- 


cil" last night the contract of the 
waterworks trustees with the Holly 
Manufacturing company f or a i 
tmmping engine was ratified by a 
vote of 13 to 2, there being five ab- 
sentees. The dissenting votes were 
cast by Messrs. Hosey and Zurbuch 
and the absentees were Glenn, 
O'Ryan, Baker, Borkenstein 
and 


Pigel. Of these Glenn, O'Byan and 
Borkenstein are known to be en- 
thusiasts for the contract, OBaker fa- 
vored it and Pigel, if present, would 
have voted' with the majority- 


There was not much discussion on 


the subject, the council being pretty 
much of one mind after a quorum 
was secured. The contract was read 
by the city clerk and at the conclu- 
sion of the reading Councilman 
Scheid offered a resolution for the 
ratification of the contract and the 
approval of the waterworks boftrd. 
Mr. Hosey contended that there was 
no p&rticular hurry and insisted thai 
the inlet pipe leading from the canal 
to No* 1 station to taken up bef ore 
the contract was ratified. Some of 
the councilmea could not see what 
an inlet pipe at. No. 1 station had to 
do with a pumping engine- at No, 2 
station a mile away, and as the argu- 
ment began to drift away from the 
subject Councilman Bauer ended the 
discussion by calling for the ques- 
tion. The result of the vote was as 
detailed above. 


The contract was thereupon duly 


signed up, sealed and 
delivered 


with the approval marks of the city 
blown in the neck, and it is now in 
full force and effect.

company to complete the engine and 
have it set as many days before tin 
expiration of the six months' limita- 
tion clause as possible. The time 
he said, was short, but he felt en 
tirely safe in guaranteeing to the 
city of Port Wayne the utmost dis 
patch in the building of the big ma 
chine, which under a penalty clans 
of $25 a diay must be running with 
in six months from today. He aft 
erwurds said to The Sentinel that he 
had no doubt but that the engine 
would be in operation 'by the 
day of June.

The lamp consists of au upper 


mechanism chamber solenoid and other 
mechanism. The lower Camber is in* 
closed by a glass globe, i)rhich is her* 
metically sealed to the twper chamber 
by rubber, gaskets. Ins$e the lower 
chamber are placed an Inner globe and 
the carbon. The lamp Is 22 Inches over 
all and is encircled by & handle seven 
inches in diameter.

As they trav- 
erse the seat thousands of these bottles 
are "cast upon the waters,'* to be re- 
covered ''after many dayp." Each bot- 
tle carries a record telling when and 
where it began to drift 
AVhcnever one 


is sighted by a Yankee or Hnssiati ship, 
it is picked tip- and a record made of 
where and when it was found. Then 
it is corked up and again sent adrift, 
to be picked up again and again and 
similarly used until perhaps it has in- 
dicated the force and direction of the 
currents over many thousands of in lies 
of sea. 


The records of our hydrographic of- 


fice show that many of these bottles 
have drifted from 5,000 to 8,000 miles 
at a speed varying from 2 to 35 miles 
a day. 
The accumulated reports of 


several j'ears have already yielded val- 
uable information. 
Bottles cast into 


the sea near the equator tend west- 
ward and usually bring up in the West 
Indies or on the coast of Mexico. Along 
our Atlantic coast and north of the 
fortieth parallel bottles generally drift 
to the northward and eastward and 
are picked up on the north coast of 
Ireland or even farther north. A fact 
not yet explained is that bottles thrown 
Into the Btretch of the Atlantic that 
lies between latitude 23 degrees to 40 
degrees north and longitude 30 degrees 
to CO degrees west, which is crossed 
by numerous steamship routes, are 
very rarely seen again. Only sir out 
of many hundreds have been recovered 
since 1888*

la his recent work on Luzon Dr. 


Einne of Hanover gives an interesting 
description of a visit to the gold dig- 
gings in the Candelaria goldfteld. In 
the more elevated portions of th'e Can- 
delai-ia district little trouble is given by 
water, but the air in the mines is often, 
too foul to breathe. Ventilation is se- 
cured by lowering into the shaft a bas- 
ket of burning eoaU. If there are two 
connecting shafts, this device creates 
a good draft down one and tip the 
other. 


Dr. Rlnne's own shaft had.reached 


the depth of 60 foot At the bottom 
nearly naked workmen wero cutting 
galleries by the light of little torches 
and sending up baskets of ore and 
refuse. These wero hauled up by means 
of a wooden capstan worked by two 
men. This is Filipino gold mining at 
it bus been carried on from time im- 
memorial* 


The gold bearing ore Js then crushed 


by pounding with stones or on a larger 
scale ground in an arrasta, or mill, 
driven by a yoke of oxen. It is then 
washed in shallow wooden pans to get 
rid of the bulk of the lighter material. 
The product of this first washing ia 
again washed in cocoanut shells and 
yields a quantity of gold in dust and 
small particles. 


A vegetable sap called gogo Is used 


in this process to precipitate the finer 
dust. Finally the dust is packed in 
small mussel shells and melted over a 
charcoal fire. This accounts for the 
peculiar shell-like form in which Fill* 
plno gold appears in the market. 


Clothing attd DUeaie. 


Does the Introduction of civilized 


clothing among savages breed disease 
and iullrmitics? It has been observed 
recently in the Philippines that the 
savages who have adopted civilised 
clothing have suffered in their general 
health. The wearing of a high silk 
bat, for example, lias produced braiu 
trouble, while even the strain of wear- 
ing pyjamas has caused serious nerv- 
ous ciisordors. So serious have been 
the results in some cases that the phy- 
sicians sent out to care for the soldiers 
have mentioned the new dangers iu 
their reports.

Artificial ivory makers now use a 


material prepared from the bones of 
sheep and the waste pieces of deer and 
kid skin. The bones are macerated 
and bleached in chloride of lime for n 
fortnight, then heated by steam with 
the skin until a fluid mass is formed, 
when a little alum is added. The prod- 
uct is filtered, dried in. air and hard- 
ened in a bath of alum, the white, 
.ougli plates resulting being more easily 
worked than natural ivory.

Dr. Maes F. Porter, one of the most 
eminent of Fort "Wayne surgeons, 
who d*liver«d a lector* &t Plymouth 
church Thursday evening. 
The at- 


tendance WAS fairly good, and among 
those present was a. large delegation 
of students of the Port '"Wnyna Col- 
leg* of Medicine. Dr. Porter was in- 
troduced by Hev. J. "Webster Bailey, 
and his lecture was most entertain- 
ing throughout. 


In opening Dr. Porter referred to 


the origin of surgery as nearly, if 
not quite contemporaneous with life. 
The primitive people 'treat their sick 
and wounded, *h« brute creation- 
seeks seclusion and change of diet 
when sick, resting their "broken 
limbs mid cleanse their wounds with 
their long-ties to promote healing. 
Che speaker referred, briefly to the 
Knowledge of medicine professed by 
different nations; of what is known 
of Hebraic medicine, of early Indian, 
and of Chinese medicine of antiquity, 
of which but little is known. Greek 
medicine prior to the Trojan war was 
largely myth and fable, practiced by 
shepherds and soldiers. Later it 'be- 
came sacerdotal, practiced in tho 
name of divinity, and wrapped in 
mystery it continued until through 
the efforts of Hippocrates, it 
was 


lifted from the slough of mysticism 
and jugglery and placed upon a foun- 
dation of fact and philosophy. 
Re- 


ligious respect for the bodies of -the 
dead prevented dissection in Greece, 
therefore Hippocrates and his follow- 
ers had 'but a meagre knowledge of 
the human 'body. Perhaps the first 
systematic dissections of the human 
body were mad* in Egypt in, the 
fourth centuiy B. CM by Hereoph- 
ylus. • 


WAS A CLERICAL R.IGHT. 


Up to about the middle of the six- 


teenth centuiy, the razor was the 
sole instrument used in making dis- 
sections. Until 1515 the practice of 
medicine was a clerical right, yet the 
canon of the church prohibited phy- 
sicians from drawing blood under 
pain,of .ejtoommutti-cation; hence sur- 
gery fell into the hands, of the ignor- 
ant, .the vulgar and the unscrupu- 
lous. In those days the terms bar- 
ber and surgeon were practically 
synonymous, and to be either or both 
was to be socially ostracised. 


Dr. Porter traced the development 


of the union 
'between the clerical 


physicians who were willing ito stoop 
to the ranks of operators, and the 
'barber surgeons who aspired to the 
ranks "of 'thte medical practitioners, 
and Said, ftih'art "tTnis union, consum- 
mated at Paris in 1515, was <tflie rcn- 
niaisaaice of surgery for the whole 
world.

amounts to ftl.60 for 'a pound pack 
age, or $16 for 10 pounds. At pres- 
ent we are not able to reach the in- 
terior towns of South America, hy 
any means at wir command. We 
must send our goods to a town on the 
coast, and the -consignee, in -the in- 
terior, must send (to the coast to get 
them. This is practical prohibition 
of "all trade 'between the two coun- 
tries in small packages.
